ofthe high school. 
The auditorium-was not large enough to hous 


the several hundreds more who would'have heard the Californian. I h< 
room was-packed and hundreds wer turned away and were compel' 
ed to hear later the message of hope for success from tho<=e growoi 
whoVere successful in getting in. 
Mr.' Sapiro's message was one ir 


tended to increase faith in the ultimate victory of co-operative ma- 
keting in Virginia and rededication to an ideal by the membership o 
the Association who, he declared, would surely win their fight if they 
would retain faith in themselves. He predicted, however, that - 
would he an uphill fight and that it might take four years to win.

The clear frosty day brought hun 


dreds of automobiles to Whitmell this 
morning from all parts of Pittsylvania 
nad some from beyond the county 
line. There was curiosity not only to 
hear Mr. Sapiro but to see the man 
from the far west who invaded the 
east and whose doctrine is beginning 
already to change the economic life 
of the"farmer. He was given an un- 
usually warm reception and after the 
speechmaking was kept busy shaking 
hands. Dinner was served on the 
grounds to the large number of peo- 
ple'who lingered after the exercises. 


The meeting began soon after 10:30 


o'clock bv Rev. R.. J. Tow, who open- 
ed the meeting with prayer. He was 
followed by W. R. West, a director of 
the association, ,who Jives in -Henry 
county. Mr. "West made a short talk 
on the economic aspects of, co-opera- 
tive marketing and declared that if 
the policy was carried on it would 
greatly be'nefit the farmers as a whole. 
He paid a handsome tribute to TVhit- 
mell for its progressive 
tendencies 


and an unusually warm one for UK 
speaker of the day. 


Mr. Sapiro's address had as its key- 


note the necessity of continued faith 
in the success o! the 
co-operative 


marketing project. He began by de- 
tailing the origin of the movement in 
California sketching the history of the 
fruit growers' organization which he 
organized. 
He declared the - move- 


ment there to be a. decided success 
and thoroughly satisfactory. He turn- 
swiftly to the tobacco belt and made 
striking comparisons between the lot 
of the farmer in Virginia to that of 
the fruit grower in California today. 
Ten years ago. he stated, the average 
income of the farmer was $360 a year 
or one-third to one-fourth the average 
income of the 
city 
laborer.

analogv between farming on the co- 
operative policy and the method 01 
conducting industry was drawn, the 
speaker stating that commerce is 
conducted on the principle of group 
buying and group selling which is 
similar to that of the Tobacco Grow- 
ers' Co-Operalive Marketing Associa- 
tion.

City Engineer Is 


Making Plans for 
City Improvements 


City engineer Linville has already 


begun to give thought to the sugges- 
tions he will make to the public 
works committee for civic improve- 
ments to be provided for in the coun- 
cil budget of the next fiscal year. He 
will ask for two major paving pro- 
jects, the paving of Craghead street 
with Durax block at a cost of about 
$50,000 and the smooth paving of 
Watson streets »Other street-' work 
•which will'be'a'slfe'a-Viil'be'tne- link- 
Ing up of. streets already improved 
but which lack continuity with oth- 
ers which are smooth paved. 
Mr. 


Linville also will suggest some ma-1" 
terial 
sewerage 
improvement., 
and 


also the opening up of the large tract 
of land given by the mills to the city, 
this adjoining Ballou Park, but which 
is still useless because no driveways 
have been laid through it. 


Another project which the city en- 


gineer deems advisable Is a city in- 
cinerator or- garbage disposal system 
by which the city's waste material 
would be burned up thus doing away 
with the city dump which is becom- 
ing noisome to that section which it 
adjoins. 


Another interesting piece ' of news 


developing today was the fact that 
the city engineer is quietly at work 
on the general plan for a new court- 
house combined with a city hall of 
which there has been occasional talk. 
The city engineer would like_to see a 
SBllion dollar bond Issue^put'ihefore 
£6e people next year to" provide not 
only for a new courthouse project 
which would cost about a quarter of 
a million dollars but sufficient to take 
care of the schools and the sewer.

gation of the activities of the Anti- 
Saloon 
League, especially in New 


York and Missouri, by a Congression- 
al committee of seven members to be 
appointed 
by the 
speaker of the 


House of Representatives, In provided 
for in a resolution to bo introduced 
by 
Representative 
George Holder* 


Tinkham, Republican, Massachusetts. 


In a statement Issued today Repre- 


sentative 
Tinkham 
asserted 
that 
'"vast sums of money have been used 
to Influence public opinion In various 
ways, now entirely unsuspected by 
the American people, directly to con- 
trol e.ectlons and 'to pay professional 
organizers and lobbyists' that the 
Anti-Saloon League and some of its 
state departments and subsidiaries 
have 'openly and flagrantly violated 
the national campaign contributions 
law and the corrupt practices laws of 
several and certain of the state'; that 
the league paid the campaign ex- 
penses of Representative Andrew J. 
Volstead while chairman of the ju- 
diciary committee 'having foreknowl- 
edge that the representatives of said 
league would appear befoie him for 
legislation and subsequently did ap- 
pear before him and obtained the 
legislation it desired' and that by 
these practices the league 'success- 
fully added to the constitution of the 
United States the Eighteenth amend- 
ment and has caused to be enacted 
the national prohibition law, other- 
wise known as the Volstead law.' " 


Mr. Tinkham 
also 
charges 
the 


league with attempting to influence 
judicial appointments and decisions 
with atteptmg to influence the presi- 
dent of the United States in his ap- 
pointments of heads of departments. 
He further charges that it has actu- 
ally exercised its insidious influence

"The investigating committee can
